"was it paregoric?"—and he nodded sleepily. 


Paregoric, which checks dysentery, contains a high per- 


centage of opium. If Dempsey took "a good dose," as he has

Dr. Mantor is planning 
to devote all of his time in the future to the hatching and raising of rain- 
bow trout.

Perhaps the latest addition 
to 


the North Platte Valley's growing 
list of industries is a trout farm, rif 
you can call a fish hatchery a farm. 
Dr. H. E. Mantor -of Sidney has 
given up his practice in -that place 
and is moving to Broadwater 
to 


care for the 100,000 rainbow trout 
that he is growing in a stream. 


Dr. Mantor has an " ideal 
place 


for a hatcher}'—a 
large- spring 


flowing several thousand gallons of 
cold water a minute, a small water- 
shed to minimize danger of floods 
and.the absence of all other fish to 
prey on the baby trout. The water 
has been caused to flow in succes- 
sion through several screened pens 
each larger than the one1 preceding. 
Early last-spring 50,000 baby trout 
were placed in the pens and mo,st of 
these have grownj to 
be 
several 


inches in length 
at 
the - present 


time. 


Dr. ilantor hatched the eggs "in 


his basement but in the future they 
will be • hatched in 
the 
building 


which is under construction at the 


spring. The first eggs were secured 
from a private trout farm in Utah. 
The baby'fish were fed ground liver 
and grew very rapidly. As they in- 
creased in size they were 
given 


more room and those which were 
larger were placed by themselves 
'for they would cat the smaller ones 
if given a chance. 
The feed now 


consists principally of ground horse 
flesh. 


The trout 
will 
be 
ready 
for 


market early next spring-. The most 
desirable size is 6 inches in length 
and weighing from one third to one 
half a pound. The market price is 
said to range from 50 cents a pound 
up, and mostly tip. Large hotels,

When this hatchery is completed 


there will probably be a million 
fish in 'it at o.ne time ranging in 
size from the small fry, through 
fingcrlings up to the largo flashes 
of color that set a piscator's heart 
a pounding when one rises for a 
tempting fly.

ever

corded in September. The first kill- 
ing frost of the season occured over 
the western- half of the state on 
the 23d or 24th. and ov«jr the eastern 
half quite generally on the 
25th. 


This is about the average date over 
the western portion and about ten 
days earlier than usual over the 
eastern. 


With the exception of September, 


1923, 
this was the -wettest Septem- 


ber since 1915, - the 
total 
rainfal 


averaging 3:51 inches. 
Or 1.3S in- 


ches above normal. While the rain- 
fal since the first of the year is 
still below normal, the deficiency 
-averaging 2.66 inches. The heaviest 
monthly falls* were reported in the 
eastern half'of the state, averaging 
about three and one-quarter inches 
above normal. A slight deficiency 
was. recorded in the southwestern' 
division. 
' 
Showers were frequent and well 


distributed over the eastern half of 
the state while over the western half 
they were 
lighter 
and' confined 


mostly to the first five-days and 
the second decade with light scat- 
tered showers during the last de- 
cade. Over the western half of the 
state monthly totals were less than 
two inches, except along the south- 
ern tier of counties, while in the- 
eastern half they exceeded' five .in- 
ches over a large area and were 
between ten and thirteen inches in 
some southeastern counties, where 
there was rather serious flood dam- 
age due to excessive rains the first' 
half-of. the month. • A trace of snow, 
the first of the season, was rcporled 
at 
several 
northwestern, central 


and southern stations between the 
23d and the 26th. 


During the first decade corn riiade 


satisfactory progress in the eastern 
half of tlie state, especially in the 
northeast, but maturity was rctard- 
•d somewhat by wet weather. The 
second decade was more favorable 
and corn matured rapidly and the 
damage by the freeze during the 
last week was not severe generally 
but was rather serious to late corn 
in 
northeastern 
counties. 
There 


was considerable damage.from ear- 
worm in the northeast the last half. 
Fall plowing and the seeding of 
winter wheat generally made goc-d 
progress and were about completed 
by the end of the month find much 
winter wheat was up and. in good 
condition. Sugar beets made good 
advance and the harvest of beets 
and late potatoes was in progress 
the last week. Pastures were poor 
the first week but improved 'there- 
after and feed was plentiful. 
The 


hard freeze the last week caused 
some damage locally to alfalfa, -late 
cane and forage citops, reduced the 
tonage of sugar beets, and damaged 
the potato crop in the northwest 
about 15 percent.

Too many have that brand 


of tolerance which causes the para- 
grapher to remark that "tolerance 
is that kindly feeling you have for 
people who agree with you." 
In 
that respect we are aril tolcrant.x 
The cynical parasrrapher however, 
evidently believes "there ain't no\ 
such an animal," because he fur- 
ther wrote "There's no such 
thing 
as unbiased opinion. If a man has 
brains enough to ftym an opinion 
he can't be neutral. A man who 
has no prejudices is a man without 
strong convictions." This harmon- 
izes with what Jesus' said: "Ht- 
that Is not for me is against mo, 
nnd he that gathei'eth not with me 
scattereth abroad." 
Helndrik \ an Loon has written a 
book on tolerance,' from which it 
appears that being tolerant means 
to doubt your own convictions,— 
doubt 
everything,—be 
negative 
rather than positive. The book Is 
being featured 
quite a bit by an 
agnostic publisher. If Van Loon's 
philosophy of doubts were world 
wide, where- would be the gain to

Li_*'s let Jesus 


ans-wer the question. "Thy word 
truth," (John 17:17.) David speaks 
of God as being the God of truth, 
and so does Moses. God, then, is 
the fountain of all truth, and the 
Bible is His word. "All scripture is 
given by 
inspiration 
of God." 
"Holy men of God spake as they 
•wore moved by the Holy Ghost.'' 
All this Is of more importance than 
"Webster's definition. 
Jesus said: 
"If ye continue in my word ye shall 
know the truth, and the! truth shall 
make you free." 
"I am the way, 


the truth, and the life." 
"He that believeth not God hath 
made Him a liar." (1st John 5:10). 
"lie that is of God heareth God's 
•words: yc therefore hear them not 
because ye are not of God," (John 
S:47.) 
"He that believeth on me, 
believeth, not on me, but on Him 
that sent me," (John 12:44). "He 
that heareth you heareth me; and 
he that despisrth you despiseth me; 
and he that ilesplsetU. me despiseth 
Him that sent me," (.Luke 10:16). 
"Believe not every spirit, but try 
the spirits whether they are of God, 
because many false prophets 
are 
gone out into the world," (1st John 
4:1). 
In these quotations we are 


sho-wn that it is expected of us that 
1 we will "try the spirits," and we are 
shown how we are to try the spirits, 
to discover what is truth and what 
is false. Using. God's word as the 
searchlight and standard of meas- 
urement, we may as surely know 
ttie difference between the true and 
the false in doctrine, as we may 
know the difference between gold 
and alloy, diamonds and glass, real 
flowers and paper flowers, genuine 
milk and magnesia and water. 
"Try the spirits whether they be 


of God." If they are not of God. 
of whom, then are they? Again let 
us let Jesus answer: "Ye are of 
your fathers, the devil,' and 
the 
lusts of your father ye will do. He- 
w-as a murderer from the beginning 
and abode not in the truth, because 
there is,no truth in him. When he 
speaketh a lie, he speaketh of his 
own; for he is a liar, and the-father 
of it." Truly enough then we all 
want to know what is, truth, and 
herein we may 
know; 
whatever 
fails to conform to God's word must 
then be false. We want the whole 
'truth, and Satan, as we kmw; is on 
adept 
in presenting half-truths, 
which do more tharm than,out-and- 
out lies. Under the 
powerful lens 
false and learn to differentiate be- 
tween .the false and the true. 
Now using God's 
word as the 
search-light of truth, let us .weigh 
some of the popular beliefs current 
in the world today. , One of them, 
most frequently stated is this: "It 
doesn't make any difference wlia* 
one believes, as ions as one tries 
to live right." Is that the truth? 
The young man who asked Jesus 


"One denomination is as good as 
another" .some say, and bolster this 
up with "What's in a name? The 
rose, by any other 
name, would 
smell as sweet." Is that the whole 
truth or a half tr.uth? Lut the word 
of God answer: "The disciples were 
called Christians first at Antioch," 
I Acts 11:26). 
Do 
denominational 


names smells sweet to God?. 
Jesus said: "He" that believeth 


and is baptised shall be saved, but 
lie that believeth 
not 
shall be 
damned." Peter said: "Repent and 
be baptised, every one of you, for 
the remission of sins, and ye shall 
receive the gift of the Holy Ghost." 
Who then can say that baptism is a 
trivial matter, not essential.to sal- 
vation, without being altogethei 
mistaken? 
• 
In 
reply 
to 
the Ethiopian 


Eunuch's expressed 
desire to be 


baptised, (Acts 8:36). Philip said: 
"If thouybeliovth with all thy heart, 
thou mayest." Can those who be- 
lieva it necessary to.baptise unbe- 
lieving babies truthfully -say that 
an inbint can "believe with ,iU its 
lierat?" "Fait't C-ometh by hearing, 
and hearing by the word of God." 
Can it be truthfully said that an in- 
fant'can hearken to the word with 
understanding?,. "Without faith it 
is impossible to please God." Do in- 
fants have faith? 
"Arid 
Jesus, when lie was bap- 


tised, went up straightway out u* 
the" water, "(Matt. 3:16, Mark 1:10). 
"And they went down both into the 
water, both 1'hilip and the eunuch, 
and he baptised him. 
And when 


they were come up out of the water. 
(Acts S:3S-39.) "Buried with Him| 
in baptism,'1 (Col. 2:15.) "We are 
buried 
with 
Him by 
baptism," 


(Rom. 0:4). All this is God's word. 
Who then, in the 
light of these 
scriptures, can call sprinkling bap- 
tism without being mistaken? Can 
sprinkling truthfully be 
called a 
"burial"? If he who is the father of 
lies, is to besiege the stronghold of 
faith with flasehood, so' subtly pre- 
sented as truths that "if it 
were 
possible they shall deceive the very 
elect," there is all the more reason 
why we should 
"try the 
spirits 
whether they are of God." 
I have shown how so much dis- 
cussed questions or doctrine can be 
settled by the word ot God. But 
there are still other questions that 
can be settled the same way. T. 
DeWitt Talmadge settled the ques- 
tion of evolution in this way, and 
incidentially revealed 
the cloven 


hoof of its author. He once said: 
'Prefer, if you will, Darwin's "Orig- 
in of the Species" to the book of 
Genesis, but know you -are an infi- 
del. As for 
myself, us Herbert 
Spencer was not present at the cre- 
ation, and the Lord Almighty was 
present, I prefer to take the divin<» 
account as to what really occured 
on that occasion.—Now I put op- 
posite each other, to show that evo- 
lution is infidelity, the Bible ac- 
count of how the human race start- 
ed, and the evolutionist account ol' 
how the human race started. Bible 
account: 
God said "Let us make 


man in our image." 
God created 
man in His own image; male and 
female created He them. The evo- 
lutionist account: 
Away back in 


the aaes there were four -or five 
primal'germs, or seminal spores, 
from which all the living creatures 
have been evolved. Go away back, 
and there you will find a vegetable 
stuff that might bo called a mush- 
room. This mushroom, by innate 
force develops a tadpole, the tad- 
pole develops a, polywog, the poly- 
wog develops into a fish, the fish by 
natural force develops into a re- 
tile, the 
reptile 
develops into a 
quadruped, the quadruped ilevelopn. 
into a baboon, the baboon develops 
into a man. 
Yet as harmful as he admits thu

The Grid Leak. 


There is one place in the receiv- 


ing set where "staticy" noise may 
appear, and that is in the grid leak 
unit. A noise of this kind may oc- 
cur every time It i 
1* jarred. Some- 
times a person walking across the 
room in which the set is installed 
will produce the same effect. Loose 
iTOnnections of course, may be the 
trouble but If evervthlnsr looks rea- 
sonably secure, just try changing' 
the srid leak. This unit though verv 
small In comparison with the rest 
of the set, is of creat importance. 
'The position is such that the slight- 
est chanpre in resistance due to 
loose contact will create a noise 
which is amplified many times. 
It 
is a grood plan to insert a new grid 
leak in the set each year.

Small, strong spring: clips with 


tenacious jaws are extremely useful 
for making1 quick, solder-less con- 
nections and in holding two ends of 
wire together. 


Trouble in a Receiving Set. 


A bad ground, run-down bat- 


teries, burnt-ovit or faulty'tubes and 
ar» inefficient 
aerial 
or 
Jead-in 


systems are the four 
principal 


causes for trouble in a receiving 
set. 


When Testing Batteries. 


It is important that batteries be 
tested when connected to radio sets 
and with tlie tubes turned on. Many 
fans make the mistake of 
testing 
batteries when they are disconnect- 
ed from all circuits. This does not 
show their true condition, as they 
show a greater charge when un- 
connected than when under 
their 
usual load. 


A Hint for Headphones. 


To improve the 
tone of head- 
phones, re'ierse cord corrections in 
the plug. Keep caps screwed up 
tight or diaphragms will rattle. Re- 
move caps every few weeks and 
wipe 
diaphragms dry 
with 
soft 
cloth. 
Then rub them, both sides, 
with an 
oily cloth (light machine 


oil) to ward off rust. Never touch 
fine wires inside and do not drop 
phones or the magnetism will be 
weakened by the jarring. 


The Modern Receiver. 


The controls of modern radio sets 
have been reduced to one or two for 
tuning, and one control for volume. 
There are no protruding dials, wires 
or rheostats. Complete shielding or 
the entire receiver has been almost 
universally adopted by manufac- 
turers. All parts are* more or less 
isolated, being encased in contain- 
ers of copper, zinc or aluminum. 
This Is to present undesired coup- 
ling which 
otherwise would exist 
between various circuits within the 
set, . 


Wiring Wisdom. 


When wiring the set, see that the 


grid and plate leads of the receiver 
are run as direct as possible; at the 
same time do not run them 
near 
other wires, and especially near one 
another. 
The grid leads should be 
as short as possible to avoid dis- 
tortion. The filament leads may be 
run close together, because they ao 
not have an appreciable effect on 
the operation of the set other than 
supplying current to the filament, 


and are not Important as are the 
grid and plate leads. 


— 
For the Notebook. 


An aerial should not be above or 
under electric wires. 


Tubes can be paralyzed by burn- 
ing: them too brightly. 


It is not advisable to use a set on, 
an outdoor aerial in a storm. 


Never attach an aerial or guy 


wires to telegraph or electric light 
poles. 


Distortion in a receiving set usu- 
ally occurs in the audio frequency 
stages. 


The daylight range of a broad- 
casting station rarely goes beyond 
250 miles, no matter what power, is 
used. 


Allowing the battery to stand in 


a discharged 
condition not only 
shortens its life, but makes it more 
difficult to recharge. 


If results are poor when the aerial 


runs in a north and south direction 
reception may be Improved by plac- 
ing it east and west. 


Spreaders for a cage antenna can 
be made from a number of old 
phonograph records bolted together. 
Bore holes through the plates to re- 
ceive wires. 
Examine carefully the battery 


leads to make sure that perfect con- 
tact exists. Corroded 
connections 


often lead to trouble that Is unjust- 
ly blamed on the receiving set. 


Radiogram'. > 


Receiving sets in Japan are fixed 


to receive only one station and 
sealed, so that the listener can only 
tune in the station he subscribes to. 
It is estimated that no fewer than 


15,000,000 radio and sporting fans 
listened in on ' the 
championship 


ring battle between Gene Tunney 
and Jack Dempsey. 
Thirty-two 
stations were looped up in the big- 
gest radio circuit, extending over 
a greater area than ever before in 
the history of an athletic contest. 
Broadcasting 
stations are now 


operating in every corner of Eu- 
rope there are stations in the larger 
cities of South America, Australia 
and South Africa, Japan and India 
also have stations. These 
broad- 
casting stations range in 
power 


from 16,000 watts at 
Daventry, 
England—a superstation built for 
foreign broadcasting—to numerous 
smaller stations of 1000 watts. 
The United States is the only im- 
portant country in' the world where 
tfie radio fan can listen In free of 
charge. License fees exist in al- 
most every country, ranging from 
the nominal one franc a year in 
France to $18 in Salvador and $14 
in Lithuania. In the British Isles 
the fee is 10 shillings; in Sweden 
about $2.70; Japan's fee is SO cents; 
and the Union of South Africa $1.25 
Along with license fees In many 
countries there exist various rules 
and regulations.

U. S. Navy Band At Vniversity Coliseum 


Nov. 6, In Its Only Nebraska Appearance 


The famous United States Naval Band will appear in Lincoln at the University Coliseum November G, 
The band .has more than sixty members, and each musician has mastered at least two instruments. This 
band was' selected v'by th late President Harding to accompany him on his trip to Alaska. 


Linco\n residents will have the 


opportunity 
to 
hear the United 
States Navy Band in its 'first and 
01 'y appearance in Nebraska when 
t'.i". organization will hold a concert 
in the University Coliseum on No- 
vember 6. University of Nebraska 
officials have charge of the 
ar- 


rangements. 
•'Itv was through 
Congressman 
Robert Simmons of Scottsbluff, that 
we got the band to come to the uni- 
versity," John K. Selleck, who is 
managing the concert, 
declared. 


"The had not intended to route its 
trip through Lincoln at all, but 
when we heard they were to be in 
this part of the country, we started 
out to get them.to Lincoln, and we 
succeeded. 
The United States Navy Band is 
recognized as one of the great mili- 
tary bands of the world. It is one 
of the distinctively national bands 
of th United States, having been 
established by special act of conT 
gress. 
The band has won its pre-emin- 


ence by its performances on num- 
erous occasions. 
Its most^ recent 
triumph was when it welcomed to 
the national 
capitol, the Crown 
Prince and the Crown Princess "of 
Swedn, and gave the musical pro- 
gram, .. at 
the . dedication of the 


Ericcscm statue, the occasion that 
brought 
these royalties on their 
first trip across the Atlantic. 


During the summer, it was in- 


Lieut. Charles Benter, leader of 
the United States Navy band, is 
one of the youngest of the world's 
famous 
bandmasters. 
Lieutenant 
Benter is 36 years old and started 
in the navy as an apprentice at ?9 
a week. 


vited to give a series of special con- 
certs at the Sesqui-Centennlal Ex- 


position at Philadelphia. 
The Xavy Band was organized 


immediately following the' "World 
war, and became attached to the 
presidental yacht Mayflower. It was 
a great favorite of the late Pres- 
ident Harding. He took it with 
him to Alaska. 
That trip was the first time the 
band was heard in concerts outside 
of "Washington, and shortly after its 
return requests began to pour in to 
have it broadcast some of its pro- 
gram by radio. This was done, 
and within two years it had had 
auidences aggregating 10,000 peo- 
ple. 
There then cam a demand 
that the band be permitted to make 
concert tours, and President Coo- 
lidgc authorized the trip. 


The story of the organization of 


the Navy Band is interesting. Prior 
to 
1916 there were 'three naval 
bands in "Washington—a 
civilian 


organization at the Navy Yard, and 
the ships bands of the Mayflower 
and the Dolphin, the latter being at 
that time the official yacht of 'the 
head of the navy department. 
When the U. S. S. Kansas was 
ordered out of commission, its band 
of sixteen pieces "was detailed to 
the Navy Yard and consolidated 
with the "bands of the Mayflower 
and the Dolphin, the civilian organ- 
ization passing out of existence 


Youngest Leader in Charge. 


• By the time the war was over, 
.expiring enlistments had depleted 


the ranks ot these musicians.until 
there w«r« but 'eighteen men left, 
and Navy officials declared thnl.lf 
the servlco was to have a band that 
would sot a standard for nil tlio 
other mivu.1 bands something must 
be done. 
In the service WHS. a youth who 


had unlisted as an apprentice when 
hq was a merp boy. In a few years, 
when" only 20, he hud -won his chev- 
rons as bandmaster of tho U. S. S. 
Connecticut, the youngest man in 
the navy to attain such a post. It 
was this youth who was ordered to 
Washington aod told to get busy 
organizing the Na.vy band. 
He .began by getting higher rat- 


Ings and allowances for bandsmen, 
and thwi started out on a recruiting 
tour. He picked the best men lie 
could Interest, and 
by 1923 had 


brought the peisonnel of the band 
up to sixty-seven, the limit sjet by 
the navy department. It then be- 
came a matter of weeding out men 
of 
limited ability and replacing 


them with better. 


The 
weeding-out 
p:bcefct» 
and 
hard work on the part of the leader 
Lieutenant Charles Benter—brought 
the band to a state of efficiency 
where naval officials felt it was 
entitled to a definite statue as "the 
band of the Navy. An jict of con- 
gress, signed by President Coolldge 
on the day he was first inaugurated 
In his own light, March 4, 1925, 
brought this -about. The law also 
made Charles Benter, who had done 
most of the work of organizing the 
band, the leader, with the pay amd 
allowances of a lieutenant in the 
navy. 
& 


Lieut. Benter 
today is ranked 


with the famous bandmasters of ^he 
world, although he is the youngest 
among them, being only 36 years 
old. 
Besides betag a leader and 
a 
brilliant musician, Lieutenant 
Benter is a composer of note. One 
of the best known of his composi- 
tions is the "Lure of Alaska," a 
march Which he wrote following the 
Alaskan tour, amd which was dedi- 
cated to the memory of President 
Harding'.

An old cupboard just Inside tho 
east door is to be used for out or 
doors equipment for the girls. They 
can put their hockey sticks, ten- 
nis raquets, and base balls there 
as they come in from the field, in- 
stead of carrying

shower room. 


Office Facilities. 


Miss Lee's office, the department 


office, and the office of Miss Miri- 
am Wagner and Miss Mary "Wheel-

have been removed to the east end 
of the building. Two Individual of- 
fices remain in the west building. 
The W. A. A. has also been given 
an office in Soldiers' hall, the first 
time the Women's Athletic associa- 
tion has had anything but a corn- 
er of other offices.

office of the football coach is now 
a faculty/rest room, and

Schulte's office down stairs. Is the 
girls' corrective rest room. 


A lecture room on the first floor 


has been planned for rainy days. 
There are a couple of hockey teams 
and a tennis game in session every 
hour, but in inclement weather the 
girls can't play out of doors. This 
room is arranged for practical lec- 
tures in the subjects. The instruc- 
tors plan no regular time for these 
classes, because they know there 
will be enough rainy daya in which 
to cover the lectures, and they don't 
bring the girls in 
in 
pleasant 
weather. 


The W. A. A. has its own store- 


room on this floor, too. The girls 
keep their shin guards, base balls, 
skiis, cushions to be sold for foot- 
ball games, and other miscellaneous 
articles in the room. 


The W. A A, girls are playins 


hockey at present, but playing it 
for pleasure and 
not for credit. 


The different classes come out on 
the field east of the Social Science 
building at 4 o'clock and Indulge In 
a few games. 
Regular classes In 


hockey and in the gymnasium have 
not started yet, owing to the fact 
that the building is not 
yet re- 


modeled sufficiehtly. 


Hockey for 
credit is to be a 


freshman sport this year, and more 
than GOO girls have signed /up for 
the lively game.

Tennis Claims Many. 


Some of the 
university tennis 


courts have been temporarily put 
out of use by building, and th'e 
number of tennis players has been 
limited.

than 400 are taking tennis instruc- 
tion. The seven classes have about 
GO 'girls in a class. 


Many more girls are enrolled in 


the individual

'than Miss Lee considers proper in 
a healthy state like Nebraska.

twenty-five girls to a section, every 
girl has some vital defect that is

perience . Mi. Munsell said 
that 


with the exception of state fair 
week these men have, rehearsed 
daily since the middle of August. 


Mr Munsell said that he_ was 


quite frequently asked "What are 
you attempting to Op'" He explains 
that he Is attempting to Pive high 
class music of the "old folk song 
type to the public 
The organiza- 


tion is not founded primarily as a 
money-making 
proposition 
hut 


rather to satisfy a hobby of Mr. 
Munsell's and because ho believes 
that there is a field of music not 
covered by either the classical or 
jazz organizations which the people 
lo-ve and want but which they are 
not getting at the present time 


Most of the income from tlvi 


concerts will go to pay the salaries 
of the singers and to build up an 
organization which Lincoln can be 
proud of, acordin- to the director.

ENDING THE SLUMS. 


Out of the slums, it has been^said, comes much' of 


America's crime and lawlessness. 


If the full truth is to be told, it must be said that 


much which is splendid and worthwhile has made its 
way into American life from the same gloomy and 
depressing background. Many of the men who are 
leaders in New Tork state and New York City today 
traVe their boyhood tP the dingy East Side tene- 
ments, where countless thousands are crowded to- 
gether in unsanitary, unhealthful 
quarters. They 


have made their way to the- top by dint of sheer per- 
sonalitv 'and capability and traveling as they have, 
they have acquired a philosophy of 
life 
which is 


eloquently remindful of American institutions. 


With these thoughts in mind, the report ot August 


Heckscher. commissioned by Mayor Jimmy Walker 
of New York City to make a survey of slum condi- 
tions and to prepare a report for guidance of the 
city is of much interest 
Mr. Heckscher spent much 


time in Europe in the cities of London and Berlin, 
where slum conditions are more o.^; 
the largest center of the new world. 


Mr. Heckscher's report is traditionally American 


in boldness and daring. He proposes a MOO 000.000 
fund to end the slums o£ New York City. $100.000,- 
000 a year to be spent over a period of five years 
He believes that half of this sum can be secured 
from public-spirited and philanthropically inclined 
rich men—the remainder to come from the city and 
stale. 
He believes there are 500 men and women 


in New York City capable and willing- to assume this 
burden-each 
making an , annual 
contribution ot 


$100.000 to the plan. 


Much ammunition fell into Mr. Heckscher's hands 


his observations of the work 
being 
carried on in 


Europe to improve the deplorable housing conditions 
of the poor In the great cities 'there. 
The British 


government, he points out, appropriated $34.000,000 
last year to destroy disea&e-breedimj hovels and to 
construct in their place thoroughly modern and fire 
proof and sanitary tenements. 
Even in Germany, 


with its war debt and resulting poverty, Berlin suc- 
ceeded in raising 160.000.000 gold marks, or $40,000,- 
000 for the same purposes. He concludes that 
if 


thes-e cities, at a great economic disadvantage to the 
richest city in the world, can find means to terminate 
a scourge which is n menace to health and law, it 
should be a comparatively simple matter to wipe 
out New York City's sore spot.

New York's problem is one which concerns everj 


great American city. 


Us slums, with all their grimncss, and sordulnesf 


differ from those of Chicago, Philadelphia, Boston 
anr, a score of others only in size. 
Wherever there 


are great masse? of population, there is bound to 1," 
great poverty. There is^.no question that out of this 
caldron of hopeless misfortune should come many 
twisted and annoiinn 1 specimens of humanity. 
Out 


of the squalor nnd filth—the sharp, bitter struggle for 
existence—they furnish ideal breeding grounds for 
disease, vice and crime. 


Much as we bemoan war and its frightful toll, its 


economic burden is small in comparison to the loss 
occasioned by disease, vice and crime. In a single 
year in America, the plunder ot thieves and robbers, 
but one phase of crime problem, would more than 
pay the interest on this country's debt. Add to this 
tho manipulations of swindlers, and the waste rep- 
resented in the prodigal taking of human life, and 
you have an unbelievable sum. 


The problem of tho slums is one which will in- 


crease witli the movement from rural to urban com- 
munities still driving full ahead. 


It Is a costly and expensive matter to wreck con- 


siderable portions of a great city and construct mod- 
ern buildings in their place. -The realty values alone 
have become so enormous as to be almost prohibitive. 
But nrtmey is the least of it. In New York, if tha 
magnificent gifts to education and various lines of 
philanthropic work is any criterion, it may reason- 
ably be expected a sufficient number of rich men 
may be interested to make an excellent start. 
' But New York's slum work has not always been 
successful 
A public-spirited rich man a few years 


ago constructed a model building in the heart of the 
tenement district. Ho provided it with bath facili- 
ties, with shining white tubs in every apartment. A 
few months later he discovered some of, the occu- 
pants of the apartments were using the tubs for 
storage purposes. 
They knew nothing of sanitation 


or hvgiene. 
To elevate the 'standards of living of 


large masses of those who have never known any- 
thing but the most abject poverty and the most prim- 
itive methods of living Is a large-sized job. 


NORRIS' FIGHT ON VARE.

fi-bt in Pennsylvania in behalf of William B. Wil- 
son, the democratic nominee, against Vare, the re- 
publican candidate," is the most significant develop- 
ment In national politics In the last year. It had been 
foreshadowed in news dispatches, and yet the actual 
announcement of speaking dates for the Nebraskan. 
who poses as a republican, indicates in. a degree the 
extent of the revolt against the present control of the, 
republican party. 


If 
Senator Norns' action is distasteful to the re- 


publicans of this state, they have no one to blame 
but the leaders who have been shaping the national 
policies and practices of their-own party. There has 
been a supreme contempt among tho small group In 
control of the republican party for public interest 
and 
decency. 
Corporate control was 
never more 


strongly fixed upon a great 
political organization 


than "it has been in the last six years. The dismay- | 
Ins and disgraceful developments In Pennsylvania, 
in which a senate nomination called for the use of 
more than 53,000,000 in a primary contest is the na- 
tural fruit of what has been going on since 1920. The 
Pennsylvania primary was d shame to every lovor of 
decent government. 
It was the most humiliating, 


tho most insulting, t'jo most Intolerable evidence of 
corporate greed in the effort to control government 
that has been uncovered in .America.

Illinois. Minnesota, the Dakotas, Colorado and. Kan- 
sas are spending much larger amounts for highway 
development than Nebraska. Iowa has put millions 
into her roads, while Missouri and Illinois floated 
gigantic bond issues, the' former' ?40,000,000 and the 
latter $80,000,000. Kansas has nearly 
double 
the 


amount spent in Nebraska. Permanent roads can- 
not be built without'expensp. In most of these states 
there has been a disposition to spread the, burden 
out over a long- term of years through the means of 
bond issues. But in Nebraska there- is a ^disposition 
to pay "as we g">. We have as a state been loath to 
pile up an indebtedness for, future generations to pay. 
and Nebraska enjoys the unique distinction of be- 
ing one of the two states in the union without a. dol- 
lar of outstanding bonded debt. 
It is an economic 


policy. 
While it may impose a heavier burden at 


the time, it permits a great saving in interest charge's. 


Since Nebraska is committed to the policy of pay- 


ing as we go, the only other alternative if we 
are 


to keep step is to raise more tax funds. 
To meet 


is^ situation, the Good Roads' association proposes 


three steps: 


First—An additional cent addetl to 
the 
gasoline 


tax. 


Second.—Bestoration of the former schedule of au- 


tomobile registration fees.

Third—A direct property levy of one mill. 
There has been no estimate given out what these 


measures will d-j in the way of increasing 'the load 
fund. 
They may be expected to more "than double 


the amount of funds available for road work at this 
time. ,

No one questions 
the 
value of good roads now. 


That was battled long ago. We have had our first 
taste of "all-weather" roads in the last year and 
many of us have wondered why we delajed so long. 
The economic saving which they .effect more than 
compensates for every dollar spent upon them. 


It is likely, then, that most of us will suppress the 


initial impulse to groan over the prospect of an 
additional tax burden. We will at least be in a re- 
ceptive mood to. hear- the facts. 
T^hat is what is 


needed. Those who are responsible foe these propos- 
als should lose no time in presenting the facts to the 
tax-paying public. 
How does Nebraska rank with 


other states? What is needed In bringing this state's 
system o£ highways to a level with her neighbors? 
How much will be annually available for roads, and 
how long will^ it be ' necessary to continue the 
program 1 


It will be well to avoid snap judgment and to de- 


lay decision. Until the full' facts are known, it is a 
mistake for organizations and individuals to condemn 
the highway program simply because it represents 
higher taxes. Nebraska should have- a road system 
comparable to other states. •
